Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  upon  the  health  and  sanitation  of 
the  District  throughout  1944  as  follows  :- 

The  health  of  the  Urban  District  has  remained  remarkably  good 

throughout  1944. 

Only  five  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  were  recorded  as  against 
21  in  1943.  Apart  from  one  death  from  influenza  no  deaths  were 

notified  from  infectious  disease. 


I  am  unable  to  report  any  major  improvement  in  the  housing  or 
sanitary  state  of  the  district. 

One  male  infant  under  one  year  of  age  died.  There  were  33 
live  births  of  which  three  were  illegitimate. 


Immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  As  the  result  of  a  correction  in  the 
numbers  for  children  from  6  -  %  years  and  5-15  years  it  is  now  estimat 

that  approximately  70$  of  the  under  5  year  olds  and  56$  of  the  5-15 
year  olds  have  been  immunised.  If  the  boarders  at  De  Aston  Grammar 
School  are  excluded  from  the  latter  group  of  figures  the  percentage  on 
the  5-15  year  old  age  group  would  be  65$.  I  was  unable  to 

ascertain  the  proportion  of  Grammar  School  Boarders  who  had  been 
immunised •

Report  of  Work  done  by  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  year  1944, 

To-  The  Chairman,  Members  and  Medical  Officer  of  the  Market  Ra sen  ;;  ban 
District  Council, 


Gentlemen , 

I  respectfully  desire  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  activities 
and  work  during  the  year  ending  the  31st  December,  1944. 

The  year  has  like  previous  years  during  the  War  not  boon, 
without  difficulties  locally,  although  some  improvements  in  Sanitary 
circumstances  generally  have  been  carried  out,  but  there  remains  murh 
room  for  further  improvement  in  the  Public  Health  sphere  immediately 
possible.  Necessary  labour  for  the  carrying  out  of  Structural 
has  almost  been  unobtainable  and  necessary  work  reported  to  you  end  for 
which  your  authority  for  enforcement  has  been  obtained,  especially  with 
regard  to  bad  housing  conditions,  could  not  all  be  carried  through, 
and  I  hope  ih  the  early  future,  immediately  labour  becomes  available, 
it  will  be  possible  to  press  forward  these  delayed  improvements, 

A  decided  improvement  in  final  Refuse  Disposal  has  been 
obtained  with  the  provision  of  a  new  tipping  ground  with  its  availnbjll 
for  more  efficient  control  covering  and  consolidation,,  Tne  Medio  a 

Officer  and  myself  have  pursued  further  the  urgent  necessity  for 
lowering  the  high  percentage  of  Midden  and  Pail  Closets  within  the 
district  by  conversion  to  water  carriage  system,  and  feel  more  progress 
in  that  direction  could  be  obtain  if  the  Local  Authority  authons  a 
some  contributory  payment  to  Owners  of  a  portion  of  the  necessary 
expenditure  in  that  direction. 

As  the  Council  is  aware  many  complaints  of  insuff iciency  of 
Domestic  water  supply  in  the  Wold  View  area  have  been  received  during 
the  year  and  with  the  Council's  Post  War  New  Housing  proposals  in  that 
neighbourhood  the  water  Authority  promise  early  improvement.  I 

desire  to  suggest  that  the  matter  be  pressed  forward  now  without  delay 0
